Americans at Hamburg Snubbed 
by English Swells. 


They Find No Favor With the Hero of 
Tranby Croft. 


RETURNING TOURISTS RELATE THEIR 
EXPERIENCE ON THE CONTINENT. 


The Result of Toadying to Titles—OCutting 
Criticism in the London Times 
Belle Bilton’s Sister Figures in a Di- 
vyorce Scandal—Secrecy Observed by 
Builders of the Speedy Ounarders—

Loxpor, Sept. 12.—Americans returning 
bere from Germany have two serious and 
bitter complaints. The first is the deliberate 
crusade this season by swell Englishmen at 
hamburg against Americans. Never since 
Hamburg becamean Anglo-American resort 
have the contingent from these coun- 
tries mixed so little socially as this year. 
The word seemed to have passed 
around that Americans were to be snubbed. 
While itis, perhaps, going toofarto assert 
that the Prince of Wales has instigated the 
move, it certainly had his indorsement and 
was executed in that rigid obedience which 
bis social decrees usually command. The 
aversion shown the American contingent was 
far too pronounced to de ignored. 
Lven the powerful influence of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Walter Phelps, 
who had an almost exclusive monopoly of 
the Empress Frederick and asked Americans 
to meet her, failed to counteract it. Nor was 
this ostracism entirely confined to Amer!i- 
cans. It included English people who, purely 
for thelr own advantage, have habitually 
surrounded themselves with rich Americans. 
The London Times printed this week 
an evidently inspired letter from 
Homburg attempting to console the 
snubbed Britishers, in which it is said: 
be English sparrow is being pushed 
out of its nest by the American cuckoo. Our 
only revenge is to be found in the conviction 
that if we are disliked on the Con- 
tinent, Americans are more disliked. 
They have inherited our unpopularity 
abroad, for they are more unsympathetic and 
ageressive than ourselves. An especial ag- 
cravation is the Yankee voice and accent 
which farther embitter their relations with 
the less strident races. It is useless to have 
Chicago exhibitions and pretending that 
Columbus was right in discovering America,

NEWSPAPER COLLECTION. 

At the British Museum there is being gath- 
ered together a stupendous collection of 
newspapers;a year’s additions include 2,472 
sets of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, comprising 170,838 single numbers. 
Six hundred and forty-seven of these news- 
papers were published in London and its 
suburbs; 1,420 in other parts of England and 
Wales and the Channel Islands; 232 in Scot- 
land and 178 in Ireland. These are received 
under the copyright laws; but contemporary 
publications by no means include 
the full store. Twenty-six volumes 
and 2,200 single numbers of old 
newspapers belonging to six different sets 
were purchased. From the colonies and 
abroad 70 volumes and 1,353 single numbers of 
newspapers, representing ninety-seven sets, 
have been presented. An additional twen- 
ty-two volumes and 15,591 single numoers 
of foreign and colonial newspapers have 
been purchased. The work of arranging, 
cataloguing ana storing these is itself her- 
culean, but as to reading them, or searching 
among them for facts, reason totters at the 
suggestion. 

HISTORICAL EXHIBITIONS. 

The series of historical exhibitions at the 
neg gallery, Regent street, will be continued 
next winter by one illustrating the fifty 
years of Her Majesty's reign from 16837 
to 1887, to be called the Victorian ex- 
hibition. It will form a sequel to the 
Stuart, Tudor and Gulph exhibitions, which 
met with so much popularity. The Queen 
has consented to be the patrom and among 
the vice patronsare the Prince and Princess 
of Wales. The Duke of Fife, as President 
is at the head of a stong and influential 
company, which comprises many of the Royal 
academicians. Besides portraits of the lead- 
ing statesmen of the period, of military and 
naval commanders, and men eminent in 


literature, science and art, the exhibition 


will include sculpture, prints, manuscripts 
and personal relics. The chief events which 
it is proposed to illustrate are the accession, 
coronation, marriage and jubilee of the 
Queen, those connecied with the politicsof 
the times and those more immediately asso- 
clated with the army and navy. 
SELLIRE—LIVERMORE.

OCEAN FLYERS. 


SECRECY OBSERVED BY THE BUILDERS OF 
* SPEEDY BNEW CUNARDERS. 

Lorpor, Sept. 12.—It is difficult to get much 
information about the new Cunard flyers. 
Both the steamship company and the build- 
ers who have the contracts for construct- 
ing the new boats maintain the _§ strict- 
est reserve. Stil employes will talk 
and a correspondent in Glasgow who has 
been looking around the ship yards there this 
week was ableto get some interesting in- 
formation about the new vessels. It was in- 
timated several weeksago thatif the con- 
tracts for the boats went to the Clyde at all 
they would be placed withthe Fairfield Ship 
Building Co. 

The Giasgow ship-buflders poo-poohed this 
idea at the time. but nowthey are asserting 
that the decision of the Cunard Co.to place 
their orders in Fairfield has been sprung“ 
on them. It was generally sup- 
posed that the Messrs. Thomp.- 
son of Glasgow or the Barrow 
Armament Ship Bullding Co. tn which the 
Duke of Devonshire is so largely interested, 
would be the most likely competitors. The 
ground has already been cleared in the ship 
yards and the Diocks laid for the keel 
of the first of these ocean 
leviathians. Bids for the shafting and en- 
gines have been asked for. 

The new boats will be 14,000 tons each and 
will be 600 feet long by & feet beam. The Teu- 
tonic is S66 feet long and 57% feet 
beam. They will be drawn by engines of the 
most recent type, up to 30,000 horse- power, 
while the Teutonic’s is of 20,000 horse- power. 
They will be guaranteed todo an average of 
twenty knots in the open sea and to uo the voy- 
age in five days. A report was circulated that 
the Cunard Co. was going to follow the lead 
of the latest American warships and adopt 
triple propellers. Thisis notthecase. The 
new boats will have twin screws. 

The builders were rather reluctant at first 
to guarantee any such speed asthe Cunard 
Co. called for. They thought the risk of hav- 
ing the boats thrown back on their hands was 
too great. However, an arrangement seems to 
have been made. Other reasons too, have 
deferred the actual signing of contracts, chief 
among them being the expectation of the 
Cunard Co. that a decline in the iron and 
steel market would give an oppor- 
tunity for building on more favorable 
terms. This expectation has been realized, 
the unfavorable condition of business all over 
the west of Scotland, creating a considerable 
reduction in costof material and in wages. 
Other Clyde contracts for ship- building have 
been fixed while material and wages were at 
higher rates. 

Little information is to be obtained abbut

The Czar Will Decide the Question 
for All Burope. 


When Russia Is Ready the Balkan States 
Will Be Invaded. 


HER ROAD TO CONSTANTINOPLE Ins 
THROUGH VIENNA, 


Sir Charles Dilke Forecasts Future Events 
How Germany and France Will Be 
Compelled to Join In the Great Strug- 
gle—Conditions Which Impel Russia 
to Begin the Conflict—Commotion in 
Paris Over the Lohengrin! Incident— 
Events Abroad. 


Lowpon, Sept. 12.—European feeling ha 
been rendered keenly sensitive by the proofs 
that have been lately given of an un- 
derstanding between France and 
Russia by Emperor William’s recent 
speech, in which he said if war 
came it would not be Germany’s fault, 
by the Dardanelles affair, and lastly, by ru- 
mors of Russo-Afghan troubles. Sir Charles 
Dilke, one of the Dest informed statesmen on 
European affairs, in an interview to-day, 
said: ‘*The disclaimer of all war- 
like intentions on the part of Ger- 
many is a good thing, as it 
indicates that Germany will be very careful 
to put herself right with European feeling 
before she embarks uponawar. In other 
words, no such attacks upon France as that 
which was only prevented by England and 
Russia in 1878 is any longer provable. The 
youngjEm peror quite understands that France 
is a great deal stronger than she was 
to it. 
then, and would probably be reinforced by 
Russia if there were any prospect of an un- 
provoked attack upon her. But above all he 
recognizes the incroasing power of European 
opinion and sees the necessity of deferring 

In the next great war the power which Is 
as decisively condemned by the public opinion 
of Europe as was “France in the 
first few months of 1870 will fight under a 
real, though invisible disadvantage. Of 
course it will still be possible for a master 
of diplomacy to give hig country all the ap- 
pearances of the provoked and injured party, 
while at the bottom the first provocation and 
aggression comes from her. In the recently 
published life of Max Duncker, the friend of 
the late Emperor Frederick and historian of 
the Mediterranean peoples in antiquity, 
there is a letter from the then Crown 
Prince in which, writing after the Dan- 
ish war and bef the Austrian one, he 
says: ‘War is desired as a means of 
escaping from the difficulties of domestic 
policies. Thatis perfectly plain. And even 
were the Duke of Augustenburgto yield and 
accept still harder conditions than those 
which have been offered to him, we havea 
man (Prince Bismarck) in our midst who 
would know howto manage soas to bring 
about new com plications and to have the war 
they want. 

THE REAL DANGER SPOT. 

That is one of several admissions which 
we have from German sources lately and a 
particularly interesting one. The common 
theory is that France will attack Germany as 
soon as she considers herself ready, but Iam 
of the opinion that neither Germany 
nor France will deliberately and 
consciously bring about a war. 
And yet we all expect a struggle that will in- 
volve most of Europe, and he would bea 
very sanguine man who expected the nine- 
teenth century to close without its taking 
place. The real danger-spot is not, in 
the first place, either France or Ger- 
many, but Russia. In the first place 
there is a profound radical antipathy be- 
tween the German and the Russian which 
has bardly a parallel elsewhere in Europe. 

Certainly there is no such antipathy be- 
tween the French and Germans, who would, 
indeed, understand and appreciate each- 
other well enough if they were not 
divided by unfortunate historical events. 
In the second place the temptation to escape 
from internal difficulties by foreign war is 
almost constant with the Russian Govern- 
ment. Inthe third place Russia has before 
her the prospect of having to renounce 
her secular ambition in Southeastern Europe, 
and she gains nothing by postponement. 
It is hardly conceivable that Russia 
will not make at least one desperate effort to 
recover the ground that she has lost and 
stand at least as well inthe Balkans as she 
dia before the war of 1877. In other words, 
she and Austria will come to blows, for the 
way to Constantinople lies throug Vienna and 
Germany will by the inevitable force of cir- 


cumstances take pare with Austria. Then 
will come the day of trial for the French 


statesmen andthe French people, and then 


for France, afterall that has been said and 
done of late, to look on while Russia is in- 
volvedin a great war, and the first move- 
ment of German troops to the Hussian 
frontier will see the advance of France upon 
the Rhine.

ESTATES OF RUSSIAN KOBLES TO BE SOLD AT 
AUCTION. 

Opessa, Sept. 12.—During the next month 
no fewer than 874 estates belonging to differ- 
ent members of the nobility will be 
sold by auction at the instance of 
the State Bank, which holds mort- 
gages over them. These estates 
were situated in thirty-nine Governments of 
Russia in Europe. Nothing can better indi- 
cate the desparate straits into which the 
landed nobility of Russia is rapidly drifting, 
ip spite of the Banque de la Noblesse, estab- 
lisned and fostered by the present minister- 
lal regime, than these foreclosure sales, 
which will assuredly not nearly cover

The Department of Imperial Domains and 
Apanages has during recent years taken 
over a considerable number of these 
bankrupt estates, but it is um- 
possible that this course shall 
continue longer. Still, by wisely elaborated 
economic measures, the crown might take 
overa majority of these lands in trust and 
apportion them among the peasant holders, 
or syndicates of peasants, whose present hold - 
ings are inadequate to the support of the 
generation which has arisen since the act of 
emancipation and the division of the land 
made by that measure. 


FRENCH FURY. - 


THE COMMOTION IN PARIS CAUSED BY THE 
**‘LOHENGRIN’’ INCIDENT.

When seven ordinarily calm and sensible 
Frenchmen can work themselves into a fury, 
as so many have done during the past week 
over the proposed production of an opera 
composed by a German, and at which 
the composer’s widow was to be present, 
it evidences a continuance of slumbering 
hatred, which it would seem at any time 
might burst into fame over such a compara- 
ftvely trivial» incident as that of the 
present week. Keen observers of 
political situation In commenting upon 
the matter recall some of the 
gossip and speculation current a few 
months ago as to the German Emperor’s own 
personal desire toallay in any way possible 
without Germany’s losing her self-respect, 
the continued feeling of bitterness on the 
part ofthe French toward the Fatherland, 
even if it involved the surrender of Alsace 
Lorraine. 

It is not of course thought possible or even 
probable that this latter step can or will be 
taken at present, but the very fact of the 
matter being again discussed shows what is 
in men’s minds. 

The surest and perhaps theonly way to 
allay the French hatred to Germany and the 
Germans would be the restoration of A lsace- 
Lorraine and this the German Emperor if 
the reports be true that he favors such con- 
cillatory step might find impossible of accom- 
plishment. Certainly the German press, 
when the matter was hunted ashort time 
ago, showed plainly by its utterances what 
the temper of the people would be Hit were 
attempted.

PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA—THE 
. HIRSCH FUND. 

Lorpor, sept. 12.—Notwithstanding pray- 
ers, petitions and protests both from within 
and without his border the Czar of Russia 
continues to persecute the Jews within 
his realm. The Sultan of Turkey seems 
to be less anxious to harbor these unfort- 
unates than does his neighbor, the Czar. 
Word comes from Odessa that dy 
the Sultan’s own ordersthe Turkish author- 
ities are sending back to Russia or forbidding 
to land in Turkey Jewish immigrants from 
the Czar’s dominions.

Rumored Appointment of a Receiver for 
the Richmond Terminal. 


New York, Sept. 12.—Neither President In- 
man, nor Edward Lauterbach, the counsel of 
the Richmond Terminal Co., were in the city 
to-day, and no authorized denial could be 
obtained of the rumors of a receiver. It was 
stated, however, by other officers that the 
plan to fund the floating debts of the Rich- 
mond Terminal into three-year notes was 
progressing rapidly, and that creditors rep- 
resenting two-thirds of the total floating 
debt of $9,000,000 had agreed to the extension, 
It is also reported that Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
have assumed the task of arranging the 
financial affairs of the companies. Nearly all 
the obligations are said to be time loans, al- 
though part of the debt is on account of 
money borrowed on call. 


RATES FOR SALT TRANSPORTATION. 

ORICAGO, Sept. 12.—The one point which 
bids fair to make trouble among Western 
lines is the present basis of rates on salt. 
Formerly this traffic was an immensely profit- 
able one for the ratllroads, it being practi- 
cally clear, as it gave loads to empty cars 
going West after grain. The Atchison salt 
would have changed all this, however. They 
have nearly monopolized the Missouri River 
and the Michigan and New York wells are 
being deprived of the trade as well as the 
Chicago lines ot the traue. The Burlington 
proposes to make a hard fight on the ques- 
tion, and will make one rate to Omaha, 
Lincoln and Nebraska City as in effect from 
Qiscussion at the Sept. 22 meeting of the 
Western Traffic Commissioners.

If he indorses the 
recommendations the Teachers Committee 
ofthe board may, Or may not, accept the 
indorsement, although the rule is to 
follow the counsel of the Superintendent. 
as the committee recommenas the board 
usually votes. 80, it will be seen, a teacher 
to secure promotion out of the third grade 
must run the gauntiet of her immediate 
chief, the Superintendent, the Teachers 
Committee and the board. 

Now it is proposed by certain radical mem- 
bers ot the board not only to exercise greater 
independence of the Superintendent’s action 
in the matter of promotions, but also to up- 
set the present rule of the board which 
calls for the appointment of teachers 
fromthe rank of graduates of the Normal 
school, according to the number of tneir 
graduation marking. In short, these radical 
members of the board are not satis- 
fed with auditing the bills and 
letting contracts, but propose to have a un- 
ger in the actual running of the department, 
and make and unmake teachers,and advance 
and promote them at will.

in passing upon the moral character ques- 
tion, our loca! authorities seem to regard a 
long record of arrests and indictments, 
neatly framed and hung beside the saloon- 
keeper’s license, as the best possible proof 
of his qualification for conducting a saloon 
in a moral, orderly and law-abiding man- 
nerin some sections of the city. The 
more arrests and criminal cases originate 
in any saloon, the better the authorities 
are satisfied that it is nota harbor of ref- 
uge, but a deadfall for immoral persons. 

Instead of sending his drunkards home 
or to the police station, the saloon-keeper 
here is expected to keep order among them 
with a base ball bat or some more deadly 
weapon, and te send them to the City 
Hospital to be cured or buried at the 
public expense. Instead of requiring the 
police to maintain close surveillance over 
the saloons we teach them to let the 
saloons alone, and that they must not raid 


a saloon with a ‘‘craps’’ game annex for 


fear that they may be routed and driven 


from the place bya garrison of fighting 
toughs commanded by our gallant City 


Attorney in person.

THE RAILWAY PROBLEM. 


President HARRISON is now in receipt of 
a great deal of advice as to the proper per- 
son to succeed Judge Cool in the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, but the 


public has ceased to hope that any ap- 


pointment he may make will convert that 


commission into an effective check upon 
the evils of rate discrimination. 

Those evils were apparent to the judicial 
and philosophic mind of Michigan’s emi- 
nent jurist, but his authority as Chairman 
of the commission utterly failed to correct 
them. Public opinion is fast settling 
down to the conclusion that railroad com- 
missions, State and Federal, are a useless 
expense. The prevailing opinion on the 
subject was expressed in the ſollowing rea- 
elution adopted by the Farmers and 
Laborers’ Union Convention at Pertie 
Springs, a body of which Commissioner 
HICKMAN of the Missouri Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners was a member: 


We demand ot our law-makers the abolli- 
tion of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
the reductionand regulation of maximum 
rates, andthe enactment of laws with ade- 
quate penalties tobe enforced in our local 


porate properties precisely as the local as- 
sessors do with reference to other proper- 
ties. Im the face of the Attorney-General’s 
opinion and a Supreme Court decision de- 
nying any such authority to the board it 
has deliberately resolved that,to shield the 
railreads from the taxation unfairly im- 
posed by law, it will disobey the law. 

But in Missouri, where the law expressly 
authorizes and commands the State Board 
to ascertain the ‘‘true value in money’’ of 
the real and personal property in each 
county, and, by raising or reducing the 
aggregate valuation of each local assess- 
ment return, to fix the basis of taxation in 
each county at an amount representing 
**the real value in money of the taxable 
property contained therein, the law has 
been as inoperative and the equalization 
machinery as complete a failure asin IIli- 
nois. 

We believe the same is true of every State 
in the Union—not because the boards are 
improperly constituted or the mem bers 
unmindful of their duties, but because they 
are under the pressure of so many power- 
ful and conflicting interests working 
against the fulfillment of the law, and the 
difficulties in the way of a strict equaliza- 
tion according to law are so insuperable 
that they soon desist from attempts to 
overcome them and content themselves 
with a perfunctory equalization which 
does not equalize as the law intends. 

The truth is that our system of taxation 
does and will work that way in spite of the 
best efforts of any officers we may elect. A 
system that fosters, stimulates, facilitates 
and rewards tax-dodging by individuals, 
corporations and counties, will inevitably 
nullify all official attempts at equalization. 
What we need isa new system of taxation 
for State purposes, dealing with fewer tax- 
payers, with afar less cumbrous assess- 
ment and collection machinery and leav- 
ing real estate and small personal assess - 
ments to be taxed only for local pur- 
poses. 

We might exempt every dollar’s worth 
of property now taxed for State purposes 
and obtainan ample revenue from taxes 
that would equalize themselves through 
the various secretions of our business life, 
and so adjust their bearing, that they 
would be practically unfelt by any inter- 
est or industry.

The number of victims of the massacre of 
St. Bartholomew cannot be stated with any 
Gegree of accuracy. Probably 10,000 died in 
Paris and 100,000 in the rest of France. As to 
the cause of the massacre historians disagree 
greatly. Some hold that it was a mere riot, 
and others that it was an organised attempt 
on the part of the French Catholics to destroy 
Protestantism by slaughtering the Protestant 
teachers. The Qf English au- 
thorities take this view. The massacre com- 
menced on the night of Aug. 23, 1572, and con- 
tinued for several days. The ‘‘Bloody Wed- 
ding’’ referred to was thatof Henry of Nav- 
arre and Marguerite of Valrico, which was a 
pretext for bringing the Protestants to the 
capital. 

Can you tell me whether the Pueblo Indians are 
the oldest inhabitants of America? C. X. 

Recent researches are Overturning many 
fanciful ideas with regard to the former res!- 
dents ofthis land. The explorers who first 
visited the pueblos of the Southwest sup- 
posed that they were of ancient construc- 
tion and that their builders had in some re- 
spects rather remarkable constructive tal- 
ent. The agents of the Bureau of Ethnology 
state, however, that all the inhabited Pueblo 
Villages are of modern construction, and 
that they are sorry piles of stone 
and mud, little ingenuity 
or skill, ‘a few years 
since Prof. Newberry argued from the 
antiquity of trees on many of the mounds in 
Ohio, and also from articles founda in the 
mounds, thatthe men who built them lived 
at least 1,000 years ago, and were superior in 
their arts and intelligence to the tribes who 
were found here by the European discoveries. 
It may yet be found that the deductions of 
this great geologist with regard to the region 
of Ohio are iu the main Correct. But the 
mound excavations of the Bureau of Ethnol- 
ogy in the past few years, during which time 
over 2,000 mounds west of Ohio have been ex- 
plored, point to the conclusion that the 
mound builders for the most part were the 
immediate ancestors of the Indians who in- 
habited this country when Columbus discov- 
ered it, and that they were ip no respect su- 
perior to the natives with whom we have 
been acquainted.

The League Detected in Another 
Dirty Scheme. 


St. Louis and Baltimore Asked to 
Jump the Association. 


THE VILE OFFER MADE WHILE TREAT- 
ING FOR PEACE 


How a Truce Is Being Violated— The St. 
Louis Manager Spurns the Foul Bribe— 
Yesterday’s Game Won by the Browns 
~The Bostons Sulk and Refuse to Play 
—What Was Done Elsewhere —To-Day’s 
Game- Base Ball Briefs. 


The National League is at its old tricks. It 
has just declared a ten - days truce with the 
American Association pending the adoption 
ofa new national agreement, and while 
this truce is in effect is endeavoring to crush 
the Association by getting St. Louis and Bal. 
timore, two of its strongest cities, to jump 
to the League. When the recent 
conference was held between Byrne of 
Brooklyn and Robinson of Cleveland, 
representing the League, and Von der Ahe 
and Prince, representing the Association, 
the League representatives wanted Mr. Von 
der Ahe to leave the Association and to have 
Baltimore to do likewise and both join the 
League. By doing this the Association 
would become practically a minor league. 
Mr. von der Ahe refused to consent to any 
such scheme. Although the League declared 
a truce with the Association it has dy no 
means been ‘‘toting fair’’ since. Robinson 
of Cleveland is a great friend of Harry Von 
der Horst of Baltimore, and has been work 
ing on the latter to have him take 
the Orioles from the Association and join the 
National League. He has also been endeav- 
oring to get the St. Louis club to come in, 
using von der Horst as a go- between. Yes- 
terday the latter telegraphed Mr. Von der 
Ahe, asking if he would join Baltimore in 
jumping to the League. Mr. Von der Ahe 
immediately replied by telegraph to the Bal- 
timore President, stating that under no cir- 
cumstances would the st. Louis club desert 
the American Association, and urging Balti- 
more to stick. 

Mr. Von der Ahe was one of the originators 
of the Association, and naturally takes a 
great deal of pride init. He also knows full 
well that the Association is in much better 
condition than the National League, and that 
if the clubs only hold together they can make 
it the principal base ball orgariration of the 
country. If it had not been for clubs 
Geserting the Association from time to time 
to join the League, the latter organi gation 
would have passed out of existence ere this, 
and the Association would be the only Na- 
tional base ball organization. And yet what 
have these clubs benefited dy their 
change?’ There is not one of them 
but what made more money in the 
Association than in the League. Brookiyn 
asan Association team wasa gold mine. It 
has been a losing venture ever since it joined 
the League. Pittsburg made money in the 
Association, but Nas lost constantly in the 
League. Cincinnati in the Association was 
very profftable, but its losses in the League 
have been appalling.while Cleveland did bet 
ter in the Association than it ever has in the 
League. 

Of the eight clubs now in the League four 
have entered from the Association—Brook.- 
lyn, Pittsburg. Cleveland and Cincinnati. If 
they had stuck to the Association the Na- 
tional League would be a thing of the past 
to-day. It the Association clubs can only be 
taught to stick together, instead of joining a 
superannuated organization to keep its 
mg carcass alive by infusing vigorous 
new diood in it, the future career of the 
National League will be very brief. Each 
new clubthat joins it fromthe Association 
keeps it alive for a year or two by Its tnfusion 
of new diood, but at the end of that time the 
vigorous new branch becomes as dead as the 
old parent trunk and another young life- 
giving sprig has to be secured. 

It will not be surprising, however, if Bal- 
timore, falling to profit by the example of 
all the teams who have gone before it 
from the Association to the League; should 
jump to the decrepid old plant. 

When the Association delegates declared a 
ten Gays’ truce with the League, pending 
the adoption of a permanent new agreement, 
it made a serious mistake. It had dealt long 
enough with the League to know that the 
latter body would not respect any agreement 
it makes, no matter how sacred its pledges 
to Go so might be. The League merely made 
that ten- days truce to gain that much start 
of the Association in signing players, and 
to carry on such underhand work 
as that which has come to the surface—at- 
tempting to get the strongest cities of the 
Association to jump. When the ten days are 
up the Association will probably awake to 
and that the League has not only signed 
about all of its own best players tor the com- 
ing season, Dut has also secured many of the 
best men in the Association. It will then be 
too late for the younger body to get as good 
teams together as the League have, and 
it will find itself a much infertor body to the 
older ization. The Nations! League has 
not much physical strength in its old carcass, 
Dut it is powerful tricky aad — — and is 
besides utterly destitute of principle. The 
Association should lose notime in signing 
players. Already Mike Kelly claims to have

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SENATOR BOGY’S PRIDE. 


HOW IT BENT BEFORE THE. WINSING 
GRACE OF SENATOR BRUCE. 


A Good Story of the Missouri Aristocrat’s 
First and Second Meetings With the 
Colored Senator from Mississippi—He 
Wanted Help on a Little Bill. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

Wasamoerox, Sept. 11.—One of the most 
entertaining incidents illustrative of the 
progress from poverty to position and power, 
in this republic, the progress particularly of 
the freemen who were formerly regarded 
merely as chattels, was narrated to methis 
afternoon by a former committee clerk of 
the United States Senate. He said: 

„went upon the floor ot the Senate one 
day to see Sena ncer, who was chairman 
of the committee of which I wasthe clerk, 
and was present when Senator Bogy of Mis- 
souri, introduced himself to Senator Bruce 
of Mississippi. 

**You must exercise your memory or else 
become informed concerning the condition of 
affairs in our country at that time. Senator 
Bogy was a proud, aristocratic gentleman, 
descended from one of the old pioneer French 
families of the Mississippi Valley. He was a 
man of distinguished presence, superior 
ability, extensive travel and social culture. 
He was a large man, witha large head; and 
that head was filled full of the ideas of ante- 
bellum days, with allofthe prejudices inci- 
dent to, and resultant of the war which had 
but recently closed. 

‘'Why then did he introduce himself to 
Bruce?’’ 

That is What Jam coming to. He never 
recognized Bruce, never spoke to him, never 
associated with bim and had even expressed 
surprise that his Republican colleagues would 
recognize the ex-slave. To him Bruce was 
notelevated tohis equality by having been 
elected tothe Senate by a sovereign State. 
On the contrary, although he occupied a seat 
on the floor of that august and distinguished 
legisiative chamber, Bruce was to Bogy 
nothing more nor less than a negro, and 
nothing could alter that palpable fact. His 
complexion was light, he was gentlemanly, 
courteous, considerate and dignified; but he 
Was a negro and his hair was kinky. Although 
they passed and repassed each other in the 
corridors of the Qapitol, in hotel lobbies, in 
the Senate Chamber and in the restaurant, 
Senator Bogy never noticed the gentleman ot 
the inferior race. In fact I have been told 
that on one occasion When Senator Bruce en- 
tered the Senate restaurant for lunch, Sena- 
tor Bogy left the room without finishing his 
well-prepared dinner.

Continuing my journey I soon reached 
Salisbury, a fine old town whose chief orna- 
ment is its grand Cathedral. There the glory 
of the past mingles with the gladness of the 
present. 

The city stands in the northwest corner of 
Wiltshire. The country is gently rolling; it 
rests onachalky formation, and makes the 
finest of sheep walks. Southdowns come to 
finest perfection here. The clip is heavy and 
the mutton of the best quality. A chop from 
a sheep weighing when dressed 150 pounds, 


is luscious eating. 0 
THE DESOLATION OF OLD SARUM. 
Old Sarum, with its deserted mounds’ sleeps 
in the dust ot ages about a mile from Salis 
bury. If its rare old ruins had tongues, if its 
mounds of silent dust could only speak, what 
strange stories they could tell of the bravery 
ofthe ancient Britons, and the rude courage 
of their Roman invaders. Itsold Celtic name 
means Dry River Town’’ or the Dry Hill 
ot the River.’’ This is in keeping with the old 
song 
Old Sarum was built on a dry barren hill, 
A great Many years ago; 
*Twas a Roman town of strength and renown, 
As its stately ruins show. 

To give an idea of its importance it ts only 
necessary to say that six Roman roads radiat- 
edfrom it as from a center; it remained a 
stronghold until after the decline of the 
Roman power in the British Isles. 

Alfred the Great strengthened the place in 
the Ninth Century. It was invaded by Sweyn, 
King of Denmark, father of Canute the Great, 
who burned part of the town, but was forced 
to retreat to his ships that were moored on 
the south coast. In the year 1086 an event 
transpired in Sarum memorable in English 
history. *Twas to Sarum the land owners of 
England were summoned to do homage to 
William the Conqueror; there they submitted 
their lands to the yoke of military tenure; 
there r the Wiltshire downs they 
took the oath of allegiance pledging their 
fealty to him. 

An immense Cathedral threw its shadow 
in olden times upon the once important, 
but now almost forgotten place. It shone 
with unsurpassed splendor under Bishop 
Roger, styled ‘*Roger the Great, the fittest 
type of the feudal churchman of that day 
when Anglo-Norman bishops were Barons 
rather than prelates; when their palaces 
were castles, and their retainers vassals-in- 
arms, waiting to do their bidding. Theruins 
of the old Cathedral were traced out in 1835. 
In doing so a grave was found on the south 
side of the choir stall, which was supposed to 
be solid, and in it slept the dust of the vener- 
able Osmond, once the prelate of the place. 
Close by are the burgh tenure or plats of 
ground that conferred the elective franchise 
on those who occupied them. One 1s called 
the elective acre and marks the site of the 
town house. 

Horn Tooke, the restless, but III- balanced 
statesman, never happier than when con- 
cocting an insurrection or heading a re- 
dellion, was returned as member for Old 
Sarum in 1801. He was afterwards beheaded 
for high treason. John of Salisbury, one of 
the finest scholars of his day, was born in Old 
Sarum early in the twelfth century. He was 
educated in Oxford and became 2 at- 
tached to Thomas A. Becket, whose life he 
wrote, with several other works. Many of 
his works and letters are deposited in the 
Vatican library at Rome. Leland said of him 
that: He contained all the circle of learn- 
ing. Heaimed to restore the language of 
scholars to its original purity. He wasa 
man of sterling worth and independent 
spirit—the friend of Becket, and courted by 
Pope Eugenius. Let severe in his rebuke of 
some of tha practices he saw in the Holy 


Oity. 

There is an air of gloomy grandeur, a kind 
of desolate magnificence about the debris of 
the old city. 

The royal Ir Sacecing the chapel, 
the great hall and citadel were 920 feet in 
circumference. The lofty keep that once 
crowned the castied hill is to-day but a 
Diackened mound where melancholy sits 
musing and mourning overthe desolation of 
the past. 

The tooth of time has gnawed away her 
re ramparts; she has sunk down in dust 
and debris; the waste of centuries has laid 
her low, the besom of destruction has swept 
over her former grandeur and glory. 

It has been truthfully said: Old Sarum, in 

resent aspect, can hardly be said to pre- 
sent even the ruin of a city. 

The city has been removed to the valley, 
and the deserted hill is restored to nature’s 
lap once more. 

hat stranke thoughts come tothe mind 
while pondering over such places! 


My head I gladly laid upon the mounds 
hence ail of 4— but the name is gone; 
O] how my lonely footsteps wake the sounds 
That sleep round Sarum’'s vacant throne. 


Such were some of the thoughts that came 
to me while ows iy over Old Sarum. 
The city of the Oelt, the Roman, Saxon, 
Dane and Norman; it is hastening back to 
what it once wasereit became the habita- 
tion of man, the lone dry hill by the river! 

The Briton has driven his war-car down its 
sloping sides. The Praman waved his im- 
Portal sword from its highest height; the in- 
vading Saxon has planted his dragon stand- 
ardonits proudest summit; the ravaging 
and ruthless Dane has rolled the biaging tide 
of war around its feet; and here the mighty 
conqueror of England received the kneeling 
boma of an assembied Kingdom! How 
the kaleidoscope changes as you look back 
through the vistas of centuries long since 


| how the lights and shadows nit around 
the strange old piace that was once a palace, 
„ anda bishop's see! have 


wreck and ruin close. 

Tradition says that in a quaint old house, 
still standing near to the mounds, hoary with 
age, William Pitt, the first Karl of Chatham 
was born. The great statesman commenced 
his itical career in 1735 as representative 
of this small but ancient borough. 

Over the door of the old Pitt mansion Is in- 
scribed the motto, Small, but suited to its 
master. It stands in modest re in the 
hill country of the giants and near the 
* ey ruins they once occupied. 

The unpretentious Pitt mansion is in per- 
fect keeping with the remark of the noble 
Earl when it was proposed to pension him for 
life. Hereplied tothe propositionin digni- 
fied tones: 

My Lords, rather than become a burden 
to my country, whose best interest I have 
through life sought to promote, I would pre- 
fer having my noble Duchess take in wash- 
ing to aid in my support.

CABMEN OF OLD ATHENS. 


They Differ From Their Tribe in Our 
Young America. 
Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

ATHENS, Aug. 30.—We were landing at the 
Pire us. Just as our gig was rowed up to the 
steps of the landing place we saw a sturdy- 
looking littie fellow running with all his 
mightto getto the topof the steps by the 
time we should arrive there. He was a cab- 
man. He ofall the cabmen had been the first 
to catch sight of us, and as there were a 
dozen other cabmen on the spot this was 
quite a triumph on his part. We surrendered 
ourselves into his hands therefore with satis- 
faction, for though he was not handsome, 
being altogethera most disreputable looking 
little ragumufiin,he had shown the possession 
of qualities and we had need of a cab. 

But when, following him through a malo- 
dorous crowd, we arrived at his vehicle, we 
were discouraged, for the vehicle itself was a 
dilapidated, ramshackle, unclean thing, and 
the two nags, scarcely larger than goats, 
were so bony, mangy and miserable looking 
that it seemed cruelty to animals to consent 
toan arrangement that involved their drag- 
ging about three full-grown persons in addi- 
tion to the little driver. We, therefore, de- 
cided, peremptorily, that as there was no 
contract made, we should not get -into that 
vehicle, but would choose another to suit 


ourselves. 
heads, butinso doing we counted without 
the hosts of cabmen. 

Having selected a good cab, with a decent 
pair ot horses, and proposed a bargain to the 
driver, without regard tothe shrilland con- 
tinuous clamor of our little ragamufin, we 
found that his eloguence had more cogency 
than our offer, ior the driver of the vehicle 
chosen would not accept us as his passen- 
gers, because we ‘‘belonged’’ to the other 
man. He had captured us; had acquired a 
right of property in us whichall other cab- 
men were bound to respect, and every cab- 
man to whom we successively addressed our- 
selves refused us inthe same way. We were 
boycotted. The cabmenofthe Pirmus were 
one and indivisible in their determination 
that we should make our entry into Greece 
behind the worst pair of horses ever seen, 
or otherwise go afoot. If the Greeks had 
stood together half as well in their dealings 
with the Turks and other foesasthey did on 
this occasion against three peaceful way- 
farers, the famous ‘‘dream that Greece 
might still be free might have become a 
dazzling and magnificent reality. 

But we had read long before this in a book 
by one Plato called the ‘‘Republic,’’ that 
Socrates and several other fellows had one 
day walked down from Athens to the Pireus, 
and in fact that they had there talked among 
them the whole contents of that interesting 
book, and we are reasonably sure that as to 
the walks and talks of Socrates we are equal 
to the walks, at least, and so we would walk, 
either with Socrates or with the melodious 
Irishman who, when he did not walk, rode 
**in chaises.’’ We walked, there, with the 
Irishman’s alternative objurgation on our 
tongues. 

And, as we walked along the awfully dirty 
street, with the ships on one sideand the 
wretched shops.and vile smelling restau- 
rants baving over their doors grandiloquent 
signs in Greek, which, though bad. was good 
enough tokeep in one's mind the ancient 
Klories—as we did all this, actually pass- 
ing on the way a monument with the 
head of Themistocles on a Doric column, 
our little ragamuffin of a driver fol- 
lowed us like a pestilent horse-fiy, tearing 
ahead and halting in front of us and deciaim- 
ing constantly that we were his and that we 
were cheating him by refusing to ride. With 
what immense energy he would dash ahead, 
halt in frontofus, get dowh and open the 
door of his cab and appeal tous to enter. 
But he appealed to hearts hardened with 
Silent rage. Wewere within a few miles of 
the spot where Demosthenes said savage 
things at the roaring sea with pebble-stones 
in his mouth, endif this fellow could have 
said all these things, even if he had practiced 
with paving stones in his mouth, he could not 
have convinced us.

In ad- 
ition to this positive bell alarm, the contin- 
uous rattling of an attached sounding-box 
ceases when the vibrating towing-wire is re- 
leased, and thus negatively a double alarm is 
secured. But besides this quick warning of 
Junger, it gives the depth attained upon a 
dial attached to the winch, and thus, within 
certain limits, affords an approximate esti- 
mate of the distance off shore. 

The practical handling of the kite is very 
Simple. It is slung at the angle fixed by the 
instructions, and lowered to the surface of 
the sea. The wire tow-line is carefully ease 
dut - board by means of a hand- brake, and the 
heavy end is allowed slowly to dip. The 
Strain of the passing wave stream acts upon 
the kite, and it sinks quickly, almost verti- 
cally, to the required — — and position. 
The sounding-box immediately begins its 
rattle, a devil’s tattoo that never ends until 
the sentry gives its warning hail. The ship 
runs along, shoaling her water, perhaps, in 
any event, until the depth designated before- 
hand is reached. Then, with sudden jar, the 
trigger strikes the bottom, the Slings of the 
kite are released, andthe apparatus almost 
springs to the surface. The rattle of the 
sounding-box ceases,and the wire reel, which 
is heavy for its compact dimensions, and has 
been strained fromthe perpendicular by the 
tug and tautness of the towing-line, swings 
back witha quick impulse and strikes a gong. 
The dial tis read, and if deemed expedient, 
the speed is reduced and the sounding veri- 
fied by a cast of the lead, taken either with 
the same machine or with a hand line. By 
a little practice one person can put the kite 
overboard, take the soundings and reel it in 
again. It has been tried abroad, and, among 
others, Commander Carpenter R. N., reports 
that on a trial with the machine in the Frith 
of Clyde a near bank or bar was located by its 
means, on which the depth was found to 
as little as six and a halt fathoms, though 
the chart showed twenty -s. 


THE MAGIC BOAT.

SOME GREAT TUNNELS. 


AS CITIES GROW THEY WILL TAKE THE 
PLACE OF BRIDGES 
* 


The Different Methods of Building Tun- 
nels—The Great Bore Under the Hud- 
son—How Tunnels Are Ventilated and 
What They Cost. 


The need of tunnels has become very im- 
perative in American railroading of recent 
years. For, whereas, formerly it was the 
cities that came to the railroads which 
always took the simplest route, the roads are 
now following Mahomet’s illustrious example 
and are coming to the cities. 

There are more tunnels in Europe than in 
America, because the cities were founded 
centuries before railroads were dreamed of. 
There are nine tunnels in England beneath 
large bodies of water. The marvelous tunnels

that squirm through the Alps have no equals 
in America. But the massing of the popula: 
tion has made tunnels a necessity of Ameri- 
can progress. Streets cannot be defaced nor 
lives endangered with surface roads. 

HOW THE BORING ts DONE. 

There are three different systems of tunnel- 
ing by which the tunneling operations now 
in progress inthis country are carried on. 
The rst is used in the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad tunnel through the city of Balti- 
more. Thetunnel will havea double track; 
it is brick lined, 27 feet wide and 21 feet 3 
inches high, the brick work being 1 foot 10 
inches thick. The method, of ex- 
cavation used and which is illustrated 
in the figure, is to dig out the soil, and to 
support the impending surface with oak 
beams until the brick work is put in, for 
which the frame structure gradually makes 
way. Shafts are sunk at different points and 
the work proceeds independently. The. dirt 
is hauled to the shaft in little cars and 
hoisted to the surface. The material for the

Instead 
the shafts were sunk in pulldings on the side 
of the main tunnel, and small temporary 
tunnels were built to strike the main one. 
This system of tunneling is well suited for 
damp wet soil. 

The second system is Messrs. Anderson & 
Barr’s, now being used by them in the-J5-foot 
sewer tunnel in Brooklyn. They use a central 
iron cylinder,. called pilot tube, which 1s 
driven in advance of the full size tunnel. The

VELASCO, DEEP WATER PORT OF TEXas. 


Seventeen Feet of Water Over the Bar at 
the Mouth of the Brazos, Obtained by 
Private Energy, Without Government 
Aid.

Fort Worth, Tex., Sept. 12.—Mr. Frank 
Lerch, who had just returned from Vel. 
asco and is now on his way to 
the Northwest in order to call the 
attention of the people there to the deep- 
water port on the gulf coast, reports that the 
company which took hold of the enterprise 
some two years ago have expended soma 
$1,800,000, and secured seventeen feet of water 
over the bar at the mouth of the Brazos River 
at low tide. This result was obtatned by 
Dullding jetties similar to those but <t the 
mouth of the Mississippi and at the mou: of 
the Danube. The jetties have been very sub- 
stantially built and are now being cappet 
with concrete. Within two months the com. 
pany has laid out a town site at the mouth 
of the Brazos, called Velasco, 
and during that time $54, 000 
worth of lots have been sold, a large number 
of houses erected, a $70,000 hotel completed, 
a railroad in course of construction, to be 
compieted by Nov. 1, connecting Velasco 
with Chenango on the Internationa! road, 
thus placing the twelve roads of Houstonat 
the disposal of the merchants at Velasco. 
There is no doubt, said Mr. Lerch, that 
Velasco shortly will be one of the most im. 
portant cities in the Southwest. Deep water 
wili give them facilities that nocity west of the 
Mississippi has. In addition to this the town 
is located on the Brazos River, surrounded 
by lands more fertile than the valleys of the 
Nile, capable of producing one bale of cotton 
to the acre, 75 to 100 bushels of corn or an 
amount of sugar that pays a net profitof 
from $60 to $100 per acre. The town being lo- 
cated right on the gulf shore is extremely 
healthful. Good, fresh water can be ob- 
tained from ilakes within two and 4 
half miles, or from the St. Bernard 
River, within a distance of six miles. 
The company that inaugurated these im- 
provements is very liberal in its manage- 
ment. They are grading streets, putting in 
an electric line connecting the town with the 
gulf shore; establishing parks and doing 
everything in their power to make the town 
site comfortable and inviting, even in its la- 
cipiency. A numder of large railroad sys- 
tems are contemplating connecting their 
roads with Velasco, the deep water port of 
Texas.’’

Claims the Honor of Organizing 
the First Farmers’ Alliance.

48486, Tex., Sept. 4.—Whence came 
the idea of the Farmers’ Alliance? What 
were the factors, the evolutionary forces and 
early environment of this movement? 

The Farmers’ Alliance had its origin in 
Lampasas County, Tex. The first organiza- 
tion was effected the latter part of the sum- 
mer of 1877, on Donaldson Creek, upon the 
premises of John R. Allen, about nine miles 
northwest of Lampasas Springs. John R. 
Allen was its founder. He originated the 
dea and worked it up among his neighbors. 
The first Alliance was christened Pleasant 
Valley Farmers’ Alliance, No. 1. Pieas- 
ant Valley also became the name of 
the place of its meeting. In the fall of 1877

L. 8. Chevose was the chairman of the com- 
mittee that framed the constitution and the 
Farmers’ Alliance is mainly indebted to him 
for its organic law. John Spears was the 
first President. The original members were 
small farmers combining stockraising with 
farming.

However, an 
exception is to be noted in their firstidea or 
pores enunciated. in their present declara- 
on, enjoining the education of the agri- 
cultural e in the science of economic 
govern In strictly non-partisan spir- 
it,’’ Which, as expressed, is a confused concep- 
tion, evidently not originating with the 
farmers. The present declaration also adds 
some details of charity and fidelity; but their 
substance is inthe original. Evidently, be- 
yond doubt, the prineiples of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, as set forth in its most recent and 
authentic declaration, originated with the 
farmers ot, ae County, 
conceived the idea, gave it 
promulgated it. There have been some 
evolutions, it may be, but the 
germ in all of its distinctness 
and completeness, from which the 
Farmers’ Alliance, both as State and national 
organizations, has grown and expanded, is 
to found in the constitution of Pleasant 
Valley Alliance, adopted in 1877 on Donaldson 
Creek, in Lampasas County, by John R. 
Allen and bis associates. Not only were their 
Principles the same as those of the Farmers’ 
Alliance at this time, but it seems that their 
Plan of operation, the number, style and 
duties of their officers (with an exception 
hereafter to be noted), the qualification for 
membership and the obligation of members, 
have remained substantially the same. From 
the start it seems to have been a social and 
educational institution. The women and 
youths of sixteen and upwards were ad- 
mitted, It was a secret society, having its 
secret officers and secret work, its degrees, 
signs, passwords and pledges. 

There was a feature of stock interest in 
the original Farmers’ Alliance which I believe 
no longer exists. It will be remembered that 
it bad its origin among stockmen as well as 
farmers, and that the stock feature in it was 
perfectiy natural. At that time in this sec- 
tion there was a t deal of stealing of 
stock, especially of estrays. Hence it was 
made the duty of each member to report the

John d. Scott's Description of an After- 
noon With the Great Leader. 
Ishall never forget the day I heard F. 8. 
Gilmore’s band play. It was a lovely after- 
noon, warm, radiant, but not torrid. It hed 


healthy young beauty. It wasan afternoon 
to which the melody created by the great 
band leader was a concordant accompani- 
ment. 

What did Gilmore’s Band play? It matters 
littie; it was music, intense, thrilling. It 
was life, and gladness, and fate, and terror; 


it was pain, and suffering, and anguish; it 
was passion, sorrow and repentance; it was 
joy, and delight, and — f softening 
gently into the dreary conten peace. 

The leader arises. There a mysterious 
waving of his hands, a sinuous uplifting of 
his baton—baton! It was a magician’s Wand. 
The sweet, pale dawn arose from the sea and 
smiled upon the awakening world. nge 
shapes and semblances spread filmy wings 
and floated offof the far purple mountains. 
Life’s dally panorama began to unfold in 
splendor. The dawn vanished, and morning

tains, a wondrous biending of sounds that 
suggested fascinating lights and ors.

Love is 
awakened trom a languorous dream and his 
Sighs are heard in the breathings of the 
melody; every passion of the soul is given an 
embodiment in harmony; dreams of youth 
that have long since faded are recalled and 
thrill the — as of old; we are enveloped 
with music as with a shining cloud; voices 
call to us out of eternity; we are raised toa 
height of rapture from which we gaze into 
heaven; our souls are trasfigured; we are 
transported out of this life into some other in 
which we seem to float upon a rhythmic, 
etherial atmosphere of tone; then the sweet 
sounds melt into silence, and we awaken with 
a start to find ourseives of the earth, earthy, 
but touched with the glory of Paradise. And 
that is how Gilmore’s band played.

The Later History of a Character Who 
Once Magnetized St. Louis. 


MGR. CAPEL AND HIS HOME ON A CALI- 
FORNIA RANCH. 


He Was a Distinguished Divine and an 
Eloquent Speaker—Now the Esteemed 
Teacher in the Countess Valensin’s 
Household— Recollections of His Visit 
to This City and His Brilliant Success. 


Mer. Capel was a name that was on the lips 
of every Protestant and Catholic alike, a 
few yearsago. The thousands who had the 
good fortune to hear the courtly and eloquent 
champion of his creed on his last lecture tour 
have wondered frequently of late 
at his complete retirement from 
public life. Rumors have came to the surface 
once or twice which were anything but com- 
plimentary tothe Monsignor’s fair repute. 
There are many who recall vividly the de- 
talls of his short visit to St. Louis while he 
was on the lecture tour which won him for 
tune and fame, both of which he 
afterwards cast aside, He arrived 
in this eit on the morning ot 
Oct. 27, 1888, accompanied by his valet and 
was met at the depot by Mr. Peter L. Foy, an 
old friend, who entertained him at his 
residence On Lindell avenue. The afternoon 
of the following day, Sunday, Mr. and Mrs. 
Foy threw open their parlors and invited the 
most cultered and fashionable people of the 
city to meet their distinguished guest. 
The impression he made on those who 
had the pleasure of meeting him 
on that occasion will not soon be forgotten. 
They saw a tall man, fully 6 feet in height, 
of splendid physique, eminently athietic. 
His hair was iron gray, the eyes biue and 
plercing ; but the most striking feature of his 
handsome face was a most exquisitely 
shaped mouth which broxe involuntarily as 
he spoke into a winning smile. His 
manner, despite an alr of dignity, was 
irresistibly winning. On the following 
evening a vast concourse of people filled the 
old Mercantile Library Hall to hear him 
lecture on ‘‘Catholicity and Art.“ He ap- 
peared on the platform in the robes of his 
priestiy officé. A monsignor ranks next to 
a bishop and is entitled, under the rubrics, 
to wear the purple. Mgr. Capel was at- 
tired in a long purple Cassock, and the 
cape thrown gracefully back from his 
broad shoulders was Mned with the deepest 
red. His hat was red, with a broad 
white brim and resembled very mucha Car- 
dinal’s hat. The Monsignor's lecture was 
surpassingly eloquent and produced a very 
marked effect upon his audience. The next 
morning he left tor Denver.

President Fitzgerald’s Call Ignored and 
His Powers Denied by the Eastern 
Leagues—Politics Will Cut a Figure 
The Irish Leadership Will Also Have 
Its Effects on the Coming Gathering. 


CuHIcaco, Sept. 12.—Will the approaching 
convention of the Irish National Land League 
accomplish the revival of that moripund or- 
ganization or wilt result in its entire dis- 
solution? 

These are the quetions now agitating 
the friends of suffering [Ireland in 
the United States. The convention has 
been called by President Fitzgerald to take 
place in this city on Oct. 1 and 2, and the 
strong Opposition that has developed has led 
many to believe that the convention will 
prove a fiasco and that the League will soon 
become a thing of the past, so far as the 
United States are concerned. These ques- 
tions are giving the leaders much concern. 
In thefirst place the League in New York, 
Philadelphia and elsewhere have refused to 
send delegates or recognize Fitzgerald’s call 
inany manner, and assert that they will not 
be downed by any action that may be taken 
at the Chicago meeting.

She Burned the Manuscript for Which 
She Had Been Offered $30,000—A 
Medimvaeal Arabian Tale, Translated 
From the Sanskrit. 

When Lady Burton after the death of her 
husband refused an offer of $30,000 for his 
posthumous work—a translation from the 
Arabic of the ‘‘Scented Garden’’—and after 
prayerful consideration burnt the valuable 
manuscript tothe great delight of all puri- 
tans and the disgust of all ethnological schol- 
ars, she little knew that a French translation 
had been in existence formany years and 
that her act was rather an advertisement for 
overs of pornography, of a work which 
would otherwise have fallen only into the 
hands of students and dilettanti, to whom it 
could have done no injury, whatsoever. The 
work is somewhat more outs 


Pantagruel of 

Rabelais, which isto be found on the shelves 
of every student. It is neither more nor less 
indecent in its narratives than many books 
of the Old Testament. It was written 
about the time of the merry Rabelais, 
in the middle of the sixteenth 
century. The author, whose surname, 
**el Nefzaoui,’’ indicates that he came from 
Nefzaoua, a little city situated at the south of 
the kingdom of Tunis, is only Known through 
this work, butinit he shows himself a man 
of vast erudition, having a larger knowledge 
ofliterature and medicine than is common 
among the Arabs. He seems to have com- 
plied this treatise on erotology by order 
of the Grand Vizier of the then 
reigning Bey of Tunis, who was 
doubtless desirous of possessing 
a manual where all that pertains to love and 
sexual physiology should be set forth in a 
methodical manner; a classification of pleas-
